8. The error upon which reissue is based is the failure in the claims of the 
United States Patent No. 5,760,069 to recite that "the administering comprises 
administering to said patient daily maintenance dosages for a maintenance period to 
decrease a risk of mortality caused by congestive heart failure, and said maintenance 
period is greater than six months." 

9. The above-described error and all other errors conrected in this reissue 
application arose without any deceptive intent on the part of the applicants.
